It  has  always  been  my  firm  belief 
that  coins  of  numismatic  quality  were 
a good  investment.  The  same  is  true 
of  many  stocks.  Also,  like  the  stock 
market,  there  are  "Blue  Chips". . . . 
moderate  risk  and  highly  speculative 
investments. 

I consider  the  present  "roll"  buying 
as  highly  speculative.  This  type  of 
investment  quite  often  brings  the 
largest  and  quickest  profit.  It  is  also 
the  most  vulnerable  to  manipulation 
and  can  easily  result  in  sizeable  losses 
I am  neither  predicting  nor  attemptirg 
to  ascertain  the  future  of  the  "roll"  and 
quantity  market.  It  certainly  involves 
a risk  and  collectors  should  realize 
this  when  investing. 

Speculation  is  a form  of  gambling 
and  when  you  gamble  you  must  be  pre- 
pared to  lose  as  well  as  win. 

We  are  still  buying  "rolls"  --  not 
promiscuously  - in  most  dates  when 
the  price  is  reasonable.  So  don't  get 
the  impression  that  we  are  advising 
against  quantity  buying  or  speculation. 

We  do  advise  caution  when  prices 
are  exceptionally  high,  and  also  that 
you  realize  the  risk  involved. 

Where  there  are  big  profits,  there 
are  also  big  risks. 

Remember  --we  told  you  so!

THE  TWO  DON  CARLOS 

Don  Carlos  is  not  only  the  title  of 
an  extremely  popular  opera  by 
Giuseppe  Verdi,  but  also  a Spanish 
Royal  name. 

The  Don  Carlos  referred  to  in  the  opera 
is  the  son  of  King  Philip  II  of  Spain, 
who  fought  his  own  father,  around 
1575,  in  an  effort  to  get  more  liber- 
ties for  his  people.  In  particular,  he 
took  the  side  of  the  rebellious  Lowlands 
and  had  to  flee  for  his  life  to  France, 
when  his  father  lost  his  patience  with 
him. 

Another  Don  Carlos  made  trouble 
for  the  Spanish  monarchy  in  the  early 
part  of  the  19th  Century.  After  the 
death  of  Ferdinand  VII  in  1833,  his 
daughter  Isabella  II  ascended  the  throne 
There  was  at  the  Court  a group  of 
"legitimists"  who  objected  to  this 
succession  by  a woman  and  accused 
the  partisans  of  Isabella  of  having 
flouted  the  law  of  succession.  They 
acknowledged  Carlos,  brother  of 
Ferdinand  VII,  as  their  rightful  king. 

In  the  following  years  a bloody  war 
was  fought  between  the  two  factions. 

In  the  end,  Carlos  lost.  There  are  no 
coins  with  the  name  or  portrait  of  this 
pretender,  Charles  V.  However,  on 
the  death  of  Isabella  in  1868,  the 
grandson  of  Don  Carlos,  also  called 
Don  Carlos,  became  openly  active  in 
the  political  arena.  Off  and  on,  the 
Carlistas--as  the  party  was  called- - 
had  caused  difficulties  for  Isabella  and 
the  claim  of  Carlos  VII  had  already 
been  established  in  the  1850’s.  But 
with  the  vacancy  of  the  throne,  the 
Carlistas  tried  a military  comeback. 

It  was  at  this  moment  of  political  un- 
certainty, that  the  only  coins  of  the 
young  pretender  were  issued.  These 
are  5 and  10  Centimos  coins  in  copper 
and  5 Pesetas  in  silver,  bearing  the 
dates  1874  and  1875.  They  were  pri- 
vately manufactured  in  Spain,  or  were 
ordered  at  the  Paris  Mint.  Some  are 
of  beautiful  design  and  all  are  well 
made.  However,  when  Alfonso  XII  of 
Bourbon  was  elected  King  by  the  Cortes 
the  Carlistas  gradually  lost  power.  By 
1876,  Alfonso  was  firmly  established 
and  no  further  Carlista  candidate  has 
arisen  since.

STRANGE  RULER'S  TITLES 

The  recent  Spanish  coinage  of 
Generalissimo  Franco  shows  the  head 
of  the  dictator  and  in  the  inscription 
refers  to  him  as  "Caudillo"  of  Spain. 
This,  in  English,  means  leader  and  is 
similar  to  the  Italian  "Duce,  " with 
which  Mussolini  designated  himself  on 
Italian  medals  and  an  occasional  com- 
memorative coin. 

Hitler  called  himself  Fuehrer  or 
leader  but  never  did  so  on  regular 
coins.  Marshall  Petain  of  France 
created  the  title  of  Chief  of  State  for 
his  "Vichy  State"  of  France,  and  his 
portrait  appears  on  some  of  these  coins. 

Strange  titles  of  actual  rulers  are 
not  confined  to  recent  times,  however. 
Oliver  Cromwell,  the  master  of  England 
preferred  to  be  styled  Lord  Protector 
on  the  coins  dated  1652  to  1658.  His 
dislike  for  the  monarchy  did  not  pre- 
vent him  from  temporarily  replacing 
it  with  a worse  substitute  of  his  own. 

Portuguese  coins  of  the  early  1800's 
read  "John  Prince  Regent"  of  Portugal. 
There  is  a "Mitregenten"  or"Associate 
Regent"  taler  of  Hesse  in  the  1840's. 

Admiral  Horthy  was  by  no  means 
the  first  Regent  of  Hungary.  Three 
hundred  years  before  his  time,  John 
Zapolya  ruled  as  Regent,  and  so  called 
himself  on  his  money. 


The  Republic  of  Ragusa,  now 
Dubrovnik  in  Yugoslavia,  rivalled 
Venice  in  importance  during  the  16th 
and  17th  Centuries.  The.  ruler  of  the 
Adriatic  state  was  called  the  "Rector" 
cfthe  Republic  on  the  coins.  Today, 
the  title  survives  for  the  head  of  a 
European  university.  In  Venice  itself, 
the  Latin  title  of  Dux  did  not  signify 
Duke  in  the  ordinary  sense.  The  rulers 
of  Venice  were  called  "Doges,  " a word 
meaning  leader,  notDuke.  It  is  a local 
dialectic  form  of  the  common  word 
Duca. 

The  Nazi  "Protector"  Neurath  of 
Bohemia  and  Moravia  was  not  the  first 
ruler  of  that  country  to  use  a strange 
title.  Back  in  the  17th  Century,  George 
of  Podebrad  was  elected  Foreman  of  the 
Estates.  Ultimately,  he  exchanged 
this  cumbersome  title  for  the  more 
conventional  one  of  King. 

The  House  of  Orange  ruled  the 
Netherlands  for  generations  under  the 
legal  title  of  Statholder  or  Imperial 
Governor,  and  everyone  familiar  with 
William  Tell  knows  that  Herman 
Gessner's  official  designation  was  that 
of  "Landvogt"  or  "Country  Overseer.  " 

Nearest  to  Franco's  official  title  of 
Caudillo  is  the  Arabic  title  Ghazi, 
which  is  sometimes  thrown  at  Egypt's 
Nasser  these  days.

PRIVATE  GERMAN  GOLD 

In  recent  years  only  a few  private 
authorities,  usually  Banks,  have 
issued  coins.  A well  known  example 
is  the  Tola  gold  coinage  of  Bombay, 
and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  issue 
of  French  Francs  in  the  early  Post- 
World  War  I years. 

However,  in  the  German  trade  cen- 
ter of  Hamburg,  coinage  was  never 
restricted  to  official  issues  of  the  city 
Senate.  Hamburg  had  among  her  citi- 
zens many  of  the  greatest  wealth,  most 
of  which  was  usually  acquired  through 
shipping.  These  families  were  not 
content  with  being  wealthy  and  power- 
ful in  affairs  of  State.  They  craved  to 
see  their  names,  and  sometimes  the 
portraits,  of  one  of  their  patricians 
on  the  money  of  the  realm.  Since  this 
could  not  be  done  without  doing  injury 
to  the  well-established  designs  of  the 
regular  Hamburg  coinage,  another 
way  had  to  be  found. 

From  the  middle  of  the  17th  Century 
well  into  the  19th  Century  the  so-called 
Portugaleser  (or  Portugaloeser) 
coinage  satisfied  both  the  merchant's 
pride  and  a very  real  need  for  addi- 
tional gold  coins.  Based  on  the  ducat 
system,  the  private  issues  are  mostly 
ten  ducat  pieces,  but  five  and  2 1/2 
ducat  coins  are  also  in  existence  for 
some  of  the  types.  These  were  called 
Portugaleser,  which  means  Portuguese 
after  the  very  popular  Portuguese  ten 
ducat  piece,  which  freely  circulated 
as  a trade  coin  all  over  Europe. 

Many  of  the  Hamburg  Portugaleser 
show  the  reverse  design  of  the  cross 
of  Jerusalem,  borrowed  from  the 
Portuguese  coin;  others  have  inscrip- 
tions or  allegorical  figures  instead. 

The  obverse  usually  shows  a symbolic 
representation  of  Hamburg,  a city 
goddess,  a view  of  the  harbor,  a ship, 
an  occasional  portrait  of  a patrician, 
and  other  types  not  found  on  the  official 
Hamburg  coinage. 

Because  of  the  great  many  variations 
of  type  encountered,  Portugaleser  are 
not  hard  to  obtain.  But  the  earlier 
types  are  quite  valuable  now.
